CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


IN the senate, on the 15th, house bill to place 
Sugar on the free list was taken up early in 
the session and occupied attention up to the 
hour of adjournment. A communication was 
read from Secretary of the Treasury Carlisle 
giving figures to show that with sugar on the 
free list there would be a treasury deficit of 
$28,000,000 to $30,000.000...... In the house a bill 
to enable the secretary of agriculture more 
perfectly to carry out the purposes of the act 
providing for the inspection of live stock and 
meats the subject of inter-state commerce was 
passed. Conference report on the sundry civil 
appropriations bill of an agreement on all 
items was agreed to. The report on the gen- 
eral deficiency bill was under discussion when 
the house adjourned. 

IN the senate, on the 16th, the bill for the ex- 
clusion and deportation of alien anarchists was 
taken from the calendar and passed. A resolu- 
tion prohibiting the sale of liquor and the use 
of it in the senate wing of the capitol during 
the recess of congress was referred to the com- 
mittee on rules. House free sugar, free coal, 
free iron ore and free barbed-wire bills were 
referred to the committee onrules. Several 
private pension and other bills of minor im- 
portance were passed...... In the house most of 
the day was spent in discussing the item in the 
general deficiency bill. added by the senate, 
providing for the payment of a judgment in 
favor of the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. for 
the transportation of troops. mails and mer- 
chandise for the United States. After the 
transaction of some minor business the house 
adjourned until the 20th. 

IN the senate, on the 17th, a resolution for 
the appointment of Senator White, of Califor- 
nia, to fill the vacancy on the finance commit- 
tee occasioned by the death of Senator Vance, 
of North Carolina. went over, after discussten 
and adverse criticism, under objection. The 
conference report on the deficiency bill—the 
last of the appropriation bills—was agreed to. 
House bill for the repeal of the clause in the 
new tariff law allowing a rebate in the tax on 
alcohol @sed in the arts went over, as did a res- 
olution offered by Mr. Murphy (N. Y.),that there 
should be no further tariff legislation at this 
session..... The house was not in session on 
the 17th. 

IN the senate, on the 18th. a resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Murphy (N. Y.), declaring the en- 
actment of further legislation on tariff matters 
at this session impracticable.and that congress 
should adjourn at the earliest possible day, 
was passed. Mr. Manderson’s amendment to 
Mr. Gray's resolution to report back the free 
sugar bill with sugar still free and with a pro- 
vision continuing the sugar bounty was lost for 
want of aquorum. Mr. White (dem.. Cal.) was 
appointed to the vacancy on the finance com- 
mittee without opposition...... The house was 
not in session on the 18th. 

IN the senate,on the 20th, the four house 
bills to place on the free list sugar. coal, iron 
ore and barbed wire were reported back by 
the finance committee. The first-named was 
altered so as to provide for an ad valorem duty 
of 40 percent. on all sugars and specific duties 
on molasses. The free iron ore bill was the 
only one returned in its original shape. All 
the bills were placed on the calendar..... In 
the house the session was short and unimpor- 
tant. Several bills, none of them of consider- 
able interest. were passed. Mr. Tarsney’s bill 
to amend the lead ore item was reported and 
placed on the calendar. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE senate committee on the judiciary 
has made an adverse report to the sen- 
ate on the nomination of Hon. James 
D. Porter to be United States judge of 
the eastern and middle districts of Ten- 
nessee. It is understood that the oppo- 
sition is based on the ground that Mr. 
Porter lives outside the district. 

THE appointment of Mr. Kurino as 
Japanese minister to the United States 
has elicited much comment from the 
vernacular press of Japan, which is in- 


clined to connect it with Corean af- 
fairs. 

CHARLES Fatir, son of the late mil- 
lionaire senator, will make another 


effort to get $1,000,000 of his father’s 
estate. He began proceedings for that 
purpose on the 18th, in the probate 
branch of the superior court in San 
Francisco. The amount represents the 
aggregate legacy to his deceased broth- 
er James and himself. 

CHIEF MALARBOCH and 
have been imprisoned 
South Africa. 

Rev. Levi H. Gescuwinprt, a Luther- 
an, aged 48, while eating dinner at the 
home of his parents near Hamburg, 
Pa., on the 20th, was seized with pa- 
ralysis of the heart, and, food becom- 
ing lodged in his windpspe, he was suf- 
focated. 

On the 20th Gov. Pattison of Penn- 
sylvania declined to pardon George F. 
Work, of Philadelphia, who is serving 
aterm of four years’ imprisonment for 
wrecking the Bank of America of that 
city, of which institution he was presi- 
dent. The board of pardons had recom- 
mended the pardon. 

FRANK H. Sranwoop. the long-dis- 
tance bicyclist, who started from Chi- 
cago at 1:15 p.m. on the 11th, arrived 
at the city hall in New York at 10:03 p. 
m. of the 19th, ending his trip of 1,020 
miles in 8 days, 8 hours and 48 minutes, 
breaking all records between the two 
cities, and arriving in good condition 
physically.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Ow the night of the 15th John 
Eisminger. the convicted murderer of 
Samue! McCoy, who had been confined 
in the county jail at Waynesburg, Pa., 
since his sentence to death, escaped, 
leaving no trace of his going. 

On the 16th School Inspectors Walsh. 
Lichtenberg. Davis and Liphard, of 
Detroit, Mich., under arrest charged 
with receiving bribes, were released on 
$5,000 bail each. 

On the 17th Bank Examiner Miller, 
of Mercer. Pa., shot himself through 
the temple at Altoona, and instantly 
expired. 

ACCORDING to Le Journal (Paris) 
a plot to assassinate Premier Dupuy 
has been discovered. The premier is 
in the Vernet-les-Baines, not far from 
the Spanish border. He is accom- 
panied by three detectives, who are 
supposed to have discovered the plot 
through the presence of several an- 
archists in the neighborhood of Vernet.

diana. It was committed for $6.25. 

On the 18th Admiral Razvozoff, in 
command of the Russiah naval forces 
at Cronstadt, was shot and killed by a 
discharged employe, who fired upon 
him with a revolver as he was driving 
from his office in St. Petersburg. The 
assassin then blew his own brains out. 

ADVICES from Rio Janeiro state that 
by the explosion of a gunpowder wag- 
on in Largo do Sanidad, thirty-two 
persons were killed, many more were 
wounded and several houses were de- 
stroyed. 

At Clayton, Ala., on the 20th, light- 
ning struck the residence of James 
Houston while the family were at 
breakfast. William, John and Mary, 
children, were instantly! killed, and 
their mother received a fatal shock. 
Jim Stack, who was in the yard, was 
badly stunned, but will recover. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

A NUMBER of Coreans, by the special 
order of their king, accompanied the 
Japanese troops to Yashan and took 
part in the fight there, showing that the 
Corean king sides with Japan against 
his former suzerain. 

ON the 18th the associated banks of 
New York city held $67,806,650 in ex- 
cess of the requirements of the 25-per- 
cent. rule. 

PUPILS of fencing masters in Japan 
are petitioning the government to form 
them into a corps of swordsmen and 
send them “to cut off the pig-tailed 
heads of the Chinese.” 

THE Servian cabinet resigned on the 
18th. 

NuMEROUS cases of cholerine are re- 
ported at Paris. 

Forest fires have again broken out 
in the Slogan mining district of British 
Columbia. The buildings of the Noble 
Five and new Dead Man mines, in the 
path of the flames, were destroyed. 

ON the 18th the match race between 
the Vigilant and the Britannia was 
again postponed, this time indefinitely, 


by reason of the centerboard dropping’ 


out of the Vigilant just as the start 
was about to be made. She was towed 
tu Svuuthampton. 

CHILI is complying with the Washing- 
ton convention, and has ordered the 
payment of the sums by it awarded to 
the Central & South American Tele- 
graph Co., Dubois, Burden, Wells, Fargo 
& Co. and Read & Shrigley. 

GREAT BRITAIN, Spain and Italy are 
sending war ships to Mazagan, to 
which place the sultan of Morocco’s 
troops retreated after having been de- 
feated by the Kabyle rebels. Mala- 
gan is now besieged by the Kabyles. 

GOVERNMENT receipts from internal 
revenue at its various bonded ware- 
houses on the 18th were $3,080,000.

Mismanagement. 

“Let us have peace!” is now the fer- 
vent cry of business. The same prayer 
comes from the west and east, from 
the homes of millions of wage-earners 
and from the offices of half a million 
manufacturers and as many merchants. 
The rich and the poor join in one 
prayer: ‘‘Let tariff war end and let us 
have peace.” Then may the wheels 
start again, and idle hands find work, 
and plenty come in place of want to 
millions of homes. Surely congress- 
men cannot be aware how much their 
weary strife over this question has 
cost the people. In the one month of 
July the difference between this year 
and last in payments for products and 
for labor will be about $1,000,000,000. 
But this is the fourteenth month of 
continued and sore depression. In 
these fourteen months the actual pay- 
ments through all clearing houses 
have been $53,500,000,000, and in the 
preceding fourteen months the aggre- 
gate was $72,900,000,000-—a decrease of 
$19,400,000,000. The business done in- 
cludes profits for traders and manu- 
facturers, for transporters, farmers, 
miners and lumbermen, and wages for 
all the hands they employ. The enor- 
mous loss represents decrease in wages 
and work and profits for all concerned 
—more than 26 per cent. of the entire 
business for the fourteen months. 

The wage-earners, or rather those 
who would earn wages if the demo- 
cratic party would let us have peace, 
being 35 per cent. of the people, num- 
ber 24,000,000. The wages at the rate 
of 1890, reckoning about a third at the 
farming and the rest at the average 
rate for all manufacturing hands ac- 
cording to the census, were $400 year- 
ly foreach. But instead of $9,600,000,- 
000, these people are probably earning 
at the rate of $2,400,000,000 less, part 
being unemployed and part working 
at lower rates. The great iron indus- 
try, whith should employ in all its 
branches 600,000 men, as it did in 1890, 
with a yearly production of $1,200,000, - 
000, instead of a full consumption of 
9,300,009 tons of pig actually consumed 
in the /ast twelve months about 5,100,- 
000—less than 55 per cent—which 
would imply a decrease of 270,000 
hands, and $540,000,000 in value of 
yearly product provided prices had 
been unchanged. But prices of iron 
prodacts have been reduced at least 30 
per cent., or nearly $200,000,000 on the 
reduced output. The textile manufac- 
tures, employing half a million per- 
sons, have reduced hands and output 
somewhat less, and yet very largely. 
In many other industries the mere loss 
in value of products must be reckoned 
by hundreds of millions. 

Do democrats mean to say that the 
frightful losses result from the pres- 
ent tariff, and not from their attempt 
to change it? Very well, give us peace 
and let us test it. Let the country 
have a chance to find out whether the 
claim is false or not. Stop agitation 
unti! next January, and see whether 
indwatries will not revive and business 
improve under the tariff as it stands. 
Instant and full recovery could not 
be expected, of course. Complete re- 
covery with the threat of change still 
hanging over industries could not be 
reasonably expected. Yet the demo- 
crats care not face the test. They 
dare net let the working people and 
the business men of this country see 
how sudden ard great a relief would 
come if democratic agitation 
but take itself out of the way, even 
for a few months only. 

They do not dare, or they world have 
tried it long ago. It is alinosta year 
since this congress met:in cxtra ses- 
sion. Before that its chosen leaders 
and treasurer and other experts had 
been at work for some months trying 
to frame a tariff biil. After more 
than a year of incessant labor and agi- 
tation and shameful humiliation the 
party is disgusted to find that it can- 
not agree upon or pass anything that 
looks like a democratic tariff. Its 
wrangles, its amazing corruption and 
shameless bartering, its contemptuous 
disregard of public opinion, of decen- 
cy, of pledges and of principles, made 
its respectable leaders long for an ad- 
journment months ago—only they did 
not dare to let the people see what the 
maligned McKinley bill would do for 
thei: industries if they let it alone. 
But think once more, democratic 
friends. Would it not pay better to 
let the people have a little taste of 
prosperity before the next presiden- 
tial election?—N. Y. Tribune.

Dark for the Democracy. 

The report of the sugar trust inves 
tigating committees represents the 
happening of the expected. There was 
never any reason to look for a differ- 
ent result, because there was never 
any reason to suppose that the com- 
mittee would make an earnest and 
thorough attempt to obtain the facts. 
A great deal of testimony has been 
taken, but it is mostly of the kind that 
stops where the trail begins to be fresh. 
The accused parties, and many not ac- 
cused, were summoned one after an- 
other and their pleas of not guilty ac- 
cepted as conclusive proof in the case. 
There is nothing to show that plain 
clews were followed up in a capable 
and resolute way, or that suspicious 
circumstances were pushed to a defi- 
nite and satisfactory explanation. The 
methods employed to ascertain the 
truth concerning alleged corrupt or 
improper proceedings were calculated 
to defeat that purpose by providing 
ample opportunity for concealment. 
As usual in such investigations, the 
line of action was so adjusted as to in- 
troduce an abundance of irrelevant 
matter and to keep the essential points 
out of sight. There is no doubt in the 
public mind as to the fact that for: 
tunes were made by speculators upon 
advance information furnished by 
democratic senators, and that certain 
of those senators were large gainers in 
the matter; but the committee was 
not looking for such information, and 
so did not find it. 

There are some things of a damaging 
kind in the report, however, which 
could vot be suppressed. It is stated, 
for instance, that Secretary Carlisle 
drafted a sugar schedule whieh was 
favorable to the trust, and that the 
schedule finally agreed upon was of 
the same character. In other words, 
it appears that the administration, as 
represented by Mr. Carlisle, took a 
special interest in the sugar matter, 
and that its recommendations were in 
perfect accord with the wishes of the 
trust. This does not legally prove that 
the trust was given the protection and 
advantage that it desired, or demand- 
ed, in return for its large contribution 
to the democratic campaign fund of 
1892; but certainly the coincidence 
raises a strong presumption to that 
effect. If there was nota bargain of 
that kind, then the democratic sena- 
tors. with the approval, if not at the 
instance of the administration, made 
the trust a valuable present at the cost 
of the government and the people as 
an act of generosity. When the affair 
is looked at from any point of view it 
has an ugly aspect. The trust got 
what it desired, let the explanation be 
what it may. It is for those who thus 
favored a gigantic and grasping mo- 
nopoly to convince the country, if they 
can, that they were actuated by honest 
and patriotic motives, in spite of the 
very distinct indications that other 
and less creditable influences had a 
controlling effect in the transaction.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

He Allows a Rattler to , Bite Him Just for 
an Experiment. 


New ORLEANS, Aug. 24.—Professor 
George Beyer, curator of Tulane uni- 
versity museum, in this city, allowed 
himself to be bitten by a rattlesnake in 
order to determine if a person can be 


inoculated and rendered proof against 
the venom of serpents. 

From his large collection of snakes he 
selected a voung rattler that had been 
caught a few days ago. He teased the 
snake until it was angry, then held out 
his hand in such a position that the rat- 
tler struck his little finger. The profes- 
sor did not use any antidote, and 
awaited developments. In the course 
of a few hours the finger becaine swol- 
len to twice its norm ul size. 

The professor said that during the 
week he would allow himself to be bit- 
ten again. He does not think the bite 
will prove fatal because a young snake 
cannot emit as much poison as an old 
one. The sensation was very much like 
the sting of bee, but the pain was in. 
tense. Hiatenecr Beyer’s object in ex- 
perimenting is to prove that by the 
gradual absorption of a snake’s venom, 
the system will become inoculated, and 
a person in that condition can be bitten 
without the result proving fatal. Pro 
fessor Beyer thinks his experiment wil! 
be successful.

DEBS ON THE STAND. 


The President of the American 
Railway Union 





Gives His Views on the Various Matters 
Pertaining to the, Late Disastrous 
Strike and How to Pre- 
vent Future Trouble. 





Cuicaco, Aug. 21.—President E. V. 
Debs, of the American Railway union, 
occupied the stand for nearly four 
hours yesterday before the National 
Labor commission. He advocated aco- 
operative commonwealth, the abolition 
of the wage system, and the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads. He told 
his side of the strike as a connected 
narrative, which was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause from the laboring 
element present. 

T. H. Morrissey, first vice-grand 
master of the Order of Railway Train- 
men, and Grand Chief Clark, of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, also testi- 
fied. 

Mr. Debs said: 

“I twice went to George M. Pullman 
and to the town of Pullman to thor- 
u ghly investigate the conditions ex- 
isting at the car shops. I found the 
employes were not only not getting 
wages enough upon which to live, but 
were daily getting deeper into the debt 
ofthe Pullmancompany. No matter how 
offensive the conditions were there the 
men were obliged to submit to them. 
When I found out all these things I 
immediately determined that the 
American Railway union should go to 
the assistance of these unfortunate 
people. We believed that any fair 
board of arbitration would have decid- 
edin favor of the employes, and all we 
asked was arbitration. This the Pull- 
man company refused. Not only this, 
but when we asked them to examine 
into the question to see whether or not 
there was anything to arbitrate they 
also refused this. 

“Very much has been said about an 
alleged conspiracy against the rail- 
roads and against hauling the mails. I 
want to call the attention of the com- 
mission to the fact that every meeting 
of the American Railway union was 
held with open doors, and that repre- 
sentatives of the press were allowed to 
be present. If there had been any con- 
spiracy contemplated we certainly 
would have been more secret about it.” 

Mr. Debs then told of the severat? 
failures of the American Railway 
union to secure arbitration from the 
Pullman company and the subsequent 
inauguration of the strike. 

‘Not only did the employes of the 
various railroads strike because of the 
injustice being done to the Pullman 
employes, but because the various 
rouds had grievances of their own 
which I shall proceed in time to show. 


We used our influence to prevent 
strikes during the World’s fair, 
as we did not believe it 


just to the public to inaugurate a strike 
at suchatime. It was all that could 
be done by the leaders of the labor 
unions to prevent a strike. In view of 
the men's working throughout the fair 
the railway managers, on many of the 
roads, promised an increase of wages 
after the fair was over. Instead of do- 
ing this they began immediately after 
the fair closed to begin a systematic 
reduction of wages throughout the 
country. No two companies reduced 
wages at the same time. This, to me, 
was a very significant action. It 
showed me that there was a concert of 
action among the various roads, and 
that they did not wish to arouse the 
antagonism of too many railway em- 
ployes at the same time.” 

President Debs said. moreover, no 
railroad reduced the wages of all its 
men at the same time, but reduced 
them by sections. He declared the 
American Railway union viewed these 
reductions with the greatest appre- 
hension. The organization felt that 
the time had come to act. He con- 
tinued: 

“When the American Railway union 
met in convention in Chicago, on June 
21, it was confronted by these condi- 
tions, as well as the state of affairs at 
Pullman.” 

“Was this convention called to con- 
sider the reduction of wages or the 
Pullman matter?” asked Commissioner 
Wright. 

“The convention was called for no 
specific purpose. It was the regular 
quadmennial convention, provided for 
by the constitution.” 

The witness then enumerated the 
failures of the old labor organizations 
to gain redress for the grievances of 
the employes, and asserted that they 
felt their only hope lay in the American 
Railway union, to which they finally 
turned for help. When asked what 
the outcome of the convention which 
declared the boycott against Pull- 
Iman cars would have been had 
it not been for the grievances of 
Pullman employes, Mr. Debs said there 
would have been no strike but for the 
Pullman trouble, as the American 
Railway union, owing to the depressed 
condition of the country, deemed itan 
inauspicious time to strike. 

“I would like to state” said Mr. 
Debs, ‘“‘that the railroad companies 
have never raised wages of their own 
accord. Every increase in wages has 
been wrung from them by organized 
labor.” 

“I had no voice in ordering this 
strike,” said the witness, ‘“‘but if I had 
[ would have ordered it. I have no 
desire to shirk any responsibility. My 


record will show, also, that I have 
always counseled against vio- 
lence. The telegram attributed to 


me which said: ‘Save your money 
and buy a gun,’ though sent over 
my signature I never saw. It was sent 
by our stenographer to his superior in 
Montana and was not intended literal- 
ly. It was merely a playful expression 
current in Montana. 

President Debs said if there had been 
arevolution it would have been di- 
rectly chargeable to the press of Chi- 
cago rather than to the American 
Editorials had been 


ed, based on matter sent out by the

Railway union on information white 
was absolutely false. 

“Do you charge the general man- 
agers with being responsible for the 
strike?” asked Commissioner Wright. 

‘“‘Well, I could hardly go so far as 
that. I believe, however, they had 
much to do with keeping it up.” 

‘How would you gain the demands 
of laborers on quasi public corpora- 
tions?” asked Judge Worthington. 

“There are two ways. One is the 
way adopted by the old brotherhoods. 
This is getting a schedule of wages 
gradually from the companies. There 
has been little good in this mode of 
procedure. It takes a strike to win 
sometimes, but I donot believe the 
railroad employes of this country 
could win a strike to-day if they were 
all organized in one brotherhood, be- 
cause the courts are against labor. I 
can show in twenty years of writing 
that I have always been opposed to 
strikes, but I think there are times 
when they are justifiable, no matter 
how much the public is discommoded.” 

Mr. Debs said he did not think the 
general managers were always to 
blame in reducing wages, because their 
orders came from a higher source. He 
believed the American Railway union 
could never be crushed and that the 
spirit of organization among laboring 
men would always be strong. He pre- 
dicted that more serious troubles would 
occur than ever before. 

‘‘Now,” continued Mr. Debs, ‘‘you 
have asked me how I would avert rail- 
road strikes. I believe the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads would be 
far better than the railroad ownership 
of the government. I do not believe 
any lasting good can come from arbi- 





tration, and I do not think the govern- : 


ment supervision of railroads would 
answer the purpose. In such a case as 
that of the Pullman company, I believe 
compulsory arbitration would be of 
benefit. A state court might be of
